DEFENSE SAYS 
M'KEON OWES 
NO APOLOGIES 


Parris Island, S. C. (&)—The 


defense maintained today S. Sgt. 
Matthew C. McKeon owed "no 
apology to anyone" for the night 
march in which six Marine re- 
cruits drowned. 


Thus defense attorney Emils 


Zola Berman of New York City 
laid down the lines on. which he 
hopes to prove the 31-year-old 
former drill instructor was guilty 
of no wrongdoing. 


McKeon is appearing before a 


general court-martial. He is the 
man who led 74 recruits on a night 
marca into a. tidal creek April 8. 
Six did not come back. 


Berman said he would attempt 


to prove that the methods used by 
McKeon on that fateful night 
"were part and parcel, the wrap 
and woof" of the methods "by 
which this Corps had made its 
wonderful tradition." 


McKeon, whose home is at 


Worcester, Mass., pleaded inno- 
cent yesterday to the two major 
charges against him—Involuntary 
manslaughter and oppression of 
recruits. 


On two minor charges—drinking 


in barracks and in the presence 
of a recruit—he said nothing. As 
a result, the court ordered the 
court-martial to proceed as if he 
had pleaded innocent. 


This morning the defense and 


the government prosecutor, Maj. 
Charles B. Sevier, of Jacksonville, 
HI., made their opening state- 
ments. 


Sevier said only in a brief state- 


ment of about five minutes that 
'the presentation of evidence will 
be lengthy. It is our intention" 
to reconstruct the events which 
are 'the subject matter - of. the

p. m. but the second blaze 
was out by then. 
Listed among the loss at Kre- 


mer's was a 1956 Buick with 1,600 
miles recorded on the speedometer. 
The car was trapped in the gar- 
age and Kremer tried to start it 
before intense flames and smoke 
drove him from the blazing struc- 
ture. 


The owner also had a little 


trouble summoning firemen as the 
telephone cables ran through the 
garage and were burned out by 
the time the flames were observed. 
However, about ten others who 
did see the flames called in the 
alarm. 


Firemen made two return trips 


to the scene, first at 7.30 p. m. to 
put tar paper over a hole burned 
in the garage roof and again at 
1:30 a. m. when insulation was 
discovered smouldering.

FOR WOMEN 
AND DISABLED

Democrats today hailed their Sen- 
ate victory on the Social Security 
bill aa nuukmg an historic expan- 
sion of protection and retirement 
benefits for American families. 


The Senate last night, after a 


12-hour session, passed 90-0 the 
lull peunittmg all women to start 
ilra\Mii£ lethement payments at 
ago 62 instead of 65 and totally 
ilis.ibled persons to receive bene- 
fits starting at age 50. The six 
•ibsent senators also were recorded 
.13 favoring passage. 


But the Democrats squeaked 


Ilirough 47-45 on the most excit- 
ing battle of the debate—the pro- 
posal by veteran Senator Georga 
(D-Ga) to put the disability pro- 
;jram into the bill. Voting for it 
were 41 Democrats and 6 Repub- 
licans, while 38 Republicans and 
7 Democrats opposed it. 


Senators 
Long 
(D-La) 
and 


Douglas 
(D-I11) both told a re- 


porter they considered that the 
Senate's decisions on the bill es- 
tablished a landmark in the 21- 
year history of the Social Security 
system. 


Long said tho originators and 


backers of the system have been 
striving since the 1930s to get dis- 
ability payments written into the 
law. They say this now completes 
a trinity of protection which here- 
tofore has included retirement and 
survivor benefits. 


The House bill, passed last year 


372-31, also contained the disabil- 
ity benefits and lowered retire- 
ment age for women in a some- 
what different form. Thua these 
ara certain to be in the final' com- 
promise product. 


Democrats 
discounted 
any 


threat of a veto by President Ei- 
senhower, even ^though the admin- 
istration opposed both the key 
benefits in the bill as too costly. 
But they said the measure would 
provide prime campaign material 
this fall whether it is signed or 
vetoed.

WHEAT MARKETING QUOTA REFERENDUM 


As noted in an article on page two of Tuesday's 


issue, Warren County farmers, along with other wheat 
producers in Pennsylvania, will vote Friday in the 
ASC office, second floor, Court House Annex, in the 
fourth national referendum to decide whether they 
want marketing quotas on the 1957 crop. The polls 
will be open at nine a. m., and close at nine p. m. 


As explained in an Associated Press dispatch from 


Harrisburg, the referendum is called by the U. S. 
Agriculture secretary when the nation has abnorm- 
ally large wheat supplies. The referendum will decide 
if there will be strict marketing controls and high 
price supports, or little control and low supports. 


In Pennsylvania-most farm observers look for the 


state's estimated 17,000 eligible wheat growers to 
turn down marketing quotas as they have done in 
every referendum so far. 


To be eligible to vote in the referendum a producer 


'•must have more than 15 acres of wheat for harvest 


as grain in 1957. To put quotas into effect more than 
two-thirds of the total national vote must favor them 
in the referendum. 


In previous votes, the nation's .wheat producers 


';" have favored quotas by from 75 to 80-per cent, though 


the state's producers overwhelmingly, voted against 
them. 


If quotas are approved, producers who stay within 


their acreage allotments will be eligible for full level 


'-; price support at between 75 and 90 per cent of parity. 


.' There would be penalties for excess production. U. S. 
' Agriculture Secretary Benson has set the national 
;. average wheat price support for 1957 at S2.00 a bushel. 


;' 
If quotas are Burned down, wheat price would be 


supported at 50 per cent of parity for farmers who 
stay within their acreage allotments. There would 
not be either any penalty for overproduction, or any 
price support.

Allotments have been set by the State Agricultural 


r Stabilization and Conservation Committee for every 


farm in the state producing more than 15 acres of 


1 wheat.

maker service to help in just such 
emergencies as his. 


Soon 
after good news had 


come from the operating room, 


he was down at the agency talk- 
ing with their social worker in 
charge of the homemaker service. 


TOGETHER they decided that 


a homemaker, for the month 
L. would be convalescing, could 
give just the help her motherless 
family would need to hold it to- 
gether. The social worker and 
Mr. L. agreed on what he could 
pay for this service. The rest of 
the homemakers salary would 
be made up by the agency. 


In this particular case, the 


agency viewed its contribution 
as a saving, since it was less than 
it would have cost to find foster 
homes not only for four children 
but also for a grandfather. 


(In many communities that 


have homemaker service, 
the 


homemakers earn between $1.50 
and S1.75 an hour. Some com- 
munities also pay the home- 
makers when they are on call. 
but not actually working.) 


During the homemakerc early 


days at the L's there were the 
inevitable ups and downs that 
happen when something big in- 
terrupts family routines. 
But 


there was always -the social 
worker, no farther away than 
the telephone, on whom the 
homemaker could call for advice. 


And the family stayed together. 


They remained emotionally and 
physically a whole family be-

Five Steps to a Homemaker Service 


HTKE Children's Bureau sayi this is what it takes to get a

good homemaker service started in a community: 


ll_A group of ' convinced citizens—including professional 


workers from health and social fields—who are ready to back 
it up. 


2—A social or health agency which has a trained case- 


worker who can be assigned to work with families in trouble 
and with homemakers.

3—Homemakers who are healthy, mature women, with a 


liking for people and a capacity to mother. They should have 
experience and skills in homemaking, and be the kind of 
people who like to keep on learning new ways.

Probe Vandalism

Woman Politician Captivates Audience

TT/" A S H I N G T ON—(NEA)— 


There's a l a d y politician 


from abroad who could probably 
sell Stalin back to Khrushchev 
if she put her tongue to it. 


Fortunately, she's on our side. 


And what she sells is strictly 
pro-American. 


This persuasive woman is Mrs. 


Nazh Tlabar, granddaughter of 
the last Grand Vizier of the Ot- 
toman Empire and member of 
the Grand National Assembly of 
Turl ey. She's visiting this coun- 
try as representative of the For- 
eign Affairs Committee of that 
body. 


The 43-year-old dynamo from 


the young Turkish Republic took 
Washington -by storm when she 
came here on the wind-up of a 
nationwide speaking tour. 


FOB EXAMPLE, one afternoon 


while speaking to a group of 
women, she emphasized what a 
wonderful thing it would be if 
more Turkish girls had the op- 
portunity to be educated in the 
U.S. 


At the end of the speech Perle 


Mesta, wealthy capital hostess, 
stood up and promised to pay for 
the entire education of a Turkish 
girl at an American college. 


Since then several others have 


offered to finance similar schol- 
arships, including Rep. Francqs 
Bolton (R-Ohio).

T l a b a r is particularly 


proud of the record of Turkish

"They are extremely aware of 


political issues and 95 per cent 
of them have voted in the last 
two elections," she says. "In this 
respect they do b e t t e r than 
American women, although more 
is being done here in the social 
field by women." 


Dark-haired and with a quick 


laugh and intense eyes, Mrs. 
Tlabar is an avid pro-American 
who wants no truck with Russia. 


SHE BELIEVES the countries 


of the free world must do all 
they can to fight Communist sub- 
version which is still going on 
despite the Russian smiles. She 
is dead set against any confer- 
ences with the Soviets that would 
recognize their interests in the 
Middle East. 


"Wherever it Is, I am against 


extreme nationalism," she 
stresses. "Hate will not get us 
anywhere for it is a tool that the 
Communists use. I believe only 
in constructive nationalism." 
-When elections come around 
Mrs. Tlabar is a hard cam- 
paigner. She is used to speaking 
before 100,000 persons in An- 
kara's huge Taxim Square. 


"One nice thing about our sys-. 


tem is the regulation that three 
days before voting everybody! 
has to stop campaigning," shei 
notes. "That provides a quiet! 
period for people to make up. 
their minds." 


Despite her hectic political lifei 


and traveling, Mrs. Tlabar de- 
votes considerable time to her!
